ADVOOCATE'S REFRESHERS. 


This morning in tho Supreme Court, says 
j the Strats Times of the 25th Auy., His 
Lordship the Chicf Justice, in giving his 
decision on the question of the alluwance 
of ‘' refreshers,” which. was an ‘sppeal from 
tho Rogistrar’s tuxntion in. thw matter of 
tho Rawang ‘fin Minivg Company, Limited, 
ex. parte the Chartered Bank, ‘said that 
nproala were regulated by costs in. Section 
2 of Ordinance 17 of 1886, whiclt substitu. 
ted o now seciivn aa Section 62 for the 
court's order, ‘The rule there laid down is 
that subject to any rules of court: to be 
mide on. the subject ‘af costs, ond rales 
were mide in June 1887, the taxation is-to 
govern the law and principles applicable 
to coats in the Supreme Court of Judi- 
eaturs 1 England. .'Phe principal rule ap- 
plicable to the allowance of hearing fees, 
and refreshers, is oblnined in Ord. I, ru'e 
11 (2) of the rules:made in June 1887. A 
hearing fee is to be atlowed upon the hearing 
or trial uf any action or upon assessment of 
damages, or uzot any application to’ the 
coust in which tt would be proper fur a party 
to appear by advocate. In estiniating. such 
Jet (hich is to include the fees hitherto allowed 
for perusing cause papers and conside. ing 
authorities) regard is to be had to (L) the 
magnitude or difficulty rf the.case or applica- 
tion ; (2) any previnus agreement between, the. 
varties; (3) the length of time occupied 
thereon ; and (4) other fees and. ellorbauce 
to- the elicitor in the same cate or 
matter, Then thers were, provisiuus ‘for 
motions, &c. It occurred to his Lordship 
Vhat the form in which this rule is stated, 
wig one which mado its provisions spplica- 
blo, indiscritninutely tu all kinds of hearings, 
as well ag on appa; aon the uriginal trial, 
It wae truc that the rule did not stute that 
rofreshers should be allowed in all hearings, 
; but whatever it allowed for one cause or 
hearing, i¢ allawed withuub distinction for 
all hearings, “Wns thii rule to be limited in 
its application by English pris ciples, or was 
it to be regarded ag'a snfficient rule in itac & 
16 far aa ats lingeage govs? There boi g 
lelio English principles ia a certain cate, 
| waa the interpret ition of the rule to be aube 
ject to Euglish principles, or was tho op- 
plication to the English principle to be sube 
ier to the ruloj. that was to say, is. tho 

uglish principle to bé excluded wher tho 
rale is sofficient in itsclf7 Et appeared to 
him, tat where the riiles were explicit and 
sufficiont to mect any enso, they should bo 
interpreted in their ordinary. senso, if tley 
wero without ony limitetion in their appli- 
cation. "His Lordship -thouzit they were 
explicit in this instance,. The Chirf Jus- 
tice did not sea anything to distinguish be- 
tween allowance on- cases jn hearing aud 
eases in appex]. He thought that tho ru’o 
that governed the matter was explicit, and 
refresher costa should bo allowed,
